As you have gatheredp after the first two days politics have 
gone strictly out the window and we have stuck to technical subjects 
with the only political skimishing occurring over wording of 
communiques o The acoustic problem was settled rather amiably and to 
our complete satisfactiono We had. expected little trouble in the 
radioactivity section but ran into a real deadlock on the requiremeBit 
for aircraft samplingo Kiis is obviously a political problem so far 
as the Soviets are concerned and I mtjst say they have been rather 
ineffective in providing data to support their position» Fedorovp on 
the other handg is an adept spokesman and succeeds in muddying up the 
waters and squirming out of tight positions o He is a very impressive 
individual in many respects p but in this radioactivity section I have 
found that he has not been technically too smart in the material h© 
has presented or in supplying answers o I believe we have back®i them 
into a very tight corner technically on this sii)ject and when the 
matter comes up for final resolution on Monday^ I have a feeling they 
will try and back down gracefully and go along with aircraft sampling 
in some fomo We have been very careful to hav© them realize no over«= 
flight is involved in order to ease the political situation^ but even 
so they are very sensitiveo By the time you receive this you will 
undoxibtedly have seen the results of Fiskp et alp dinner with Fedorovo 
Also the cranplete memoranda for record coming back via this same

position instead of supplying any Soviet data on their owno I have 
a feeling that this is not entirely due to security on their part^,
